Siv,—~The failure of the League of 
Nations to discharge its obligations to- 
wards Ethlopian has provoked Justified 
criticism of that body. Various causes 
have ‘been attributed to the inability 
of the League to achieve the object 
it held before ii.- In my opinion, the 


failure of this World Pence Movement |- 


{s due to the ciforts of the Leagua 


‘Lbcing confined to the narrow sphere 


of diplomacy, the source whence most 
of the mischief springs having been 
left out. The League, on the whole, 
we cannot say, has been Insincere; in 
fact the desire to achieve peace was 
there but the energies were i]t 
directed. The causes that led to the 
fnilure of the League, ns 
executive, may be summed ups as 
under: * ‘ ae .

The Islamic 
retnedy is of.a fundamental character, 
embracing, as it does. all the various 
factors that count, and its appeal, too, 
is not Hmited to the diplomats alone,
